count and by their own efforts carried 
out aome park projects that wul eventu¬ 
ally prove of great benefit teboth places. 
The question suggests Itself, Is there a 
sufficient appreciation of the value of 
parka in this town to stimulate an effort 
towards tbe same spirit of independent 
enterprise that hae characterized Glen 
Ridge and Montclair In the matter of 
parka? No town possesses suofa Ideal 
conditions for tbe creation of so ex¬ 
tensive public park aa Bloomfield baa at 
band to the Third i iver valley from Bay 
aveama north.

The river furnishes 
ample water (or lakes; there la sufficient 
woodland for grovea, and to many other 
respect* the locality affords a moat fa¬ 
vorable opportunity for park develop¬ 
ment. Tbe matter presents a problem 
deserving tbe consideration of tbe peo¬ 
ple of this town. Considered from the 
point of future tax valuations, It Is a 
matter of deep Interest. 

There la alight hope of Bloomfield 
getting anything but indirect benefit 
from the Oounty Park Commie*lion's 
work. Direct benefit can only be se¬ 
cured by the town takli^ up the park 
question of tta own aecodd and biking 
advantage of its own resources
